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STOP PRESS - BIOMASS 
PLANT GRANTED LICENCE 


NATURAL Resources Wales (NRW) announced, 
just as The GEM was going to press, that it has 
granted Biomass UK No 2 Ltd a permit to operate 
its gasification facility in Barry. 

NRW said the decision follows an extensive assessment of 
the company’s plans, several consultations with local people 
and professional bodies including Public Health Wales and the 
Fire Service. 


NRW added that the company had demonstrated that it can 
meet all the legal, environmental, technological and health 
requirements of UK, Welsh and European law, so it had no 
defensible grounds to refuse the permit. 

The news will be devastating blow for the Docks Incinerator 
Action Group (DIAG) which has fought a vigorous campaign 
against a permit being issued.

PARTIES ROW OVER 
COUNCIL TAX RISE 


THE Leader of 
Barry Town 
Council has 
accused Plaid 
Cymru and the 
Conservatives of 
working together 
to scupper 
Labour’s “detailed 
budget”, writes a 
GEM REPORTER. 

The proposed budget, 
debated on Monday 
night, would have 
meant a 10 per cent 
increase in the tiwn 
council’s precept, 
although Labour leader 
Cllr Bronwen Brooks 
said that for a Band D 
household, it meant 
paying just nine pence 
more a week. 

In the end, a 2.4-per- 
cent increase was voted 
through. 

Cllr Brooks said: 
“Hot on the heels of a 
senior Plaid Cymru AM 
stating he is willing to 
work with the Tories in 
the Senedd, we have 
seen the beginnings of 
this new arrangement 
right here at Barry 
Town Council. 

“Plaid town 
councillors, supported 
by their friends in the 
Tory Party, decided to 
scupper Labour’s 


detailed budget that had 
the interests of the town 
at its very heart. 

“As a result of 
swingeing budget cuts 
from the UK Tory 
Government, and aided 
by the Tory-run Vale 
Council, we’ve seen 
considerable cuts to 


public services. That’s 
why Barry Town 
Council proposed a 
small increase that 
would have seen a 
Band D household pay 
just nine pence more 
per week - £5 a year.”

Derek Britton of the 
Castleview Hub group 
said: “Barry has a 
thriving skittles scene 
and this project will 


also help to keep that 
tradition going.” 

Paul Roberts, the 
chief executive of 
Newydd said he was 
very excited about the 
new venture. 

“Not only will it 
provide affordable 
homes for local people, 
but the pub will also 
make a positive 
contribution to the 
community and their 
social lives.” 

Expert help is on 
hand to make sure the 
project gets off on the 
right foot.

Talk on former 
‘monstrous’ rector 


NEVER was a 
minister or priest 
in Penarth ever 
subject to such 
wrath from the 
press as Rev 
Charles Parsons in 
the mid-19th 
century. 

In a talk on the Rev 
Parsons, Dr Chris Riley, 
local historian, will 
explore what made the 
last rector of the old 
church dedicated to St 
Augustine and first of 
the new St Augustine’s 
such a controversial 
figure. 

Arriving in 1863, the 
Rev Charles Parsons 
became first rector at 
the new St Augustine’s 
church, staying over 20 
years. 

He arrived with a 
glittering 

recommendation and 
overcame many 
challenges, but he also 
suffered humiliating 
national criticism. A 
later comment that 
Penarth was ‘the burial 
place of a great many 
clerical reputations’ may 
well refer to his time. 

Chris Riley will be 
exploring some of the 
background to this 
extraordinary priest who 


was vilified by local and 
national press at the 
time. The Western Mail 
accused both Rector 
Parsons and his bishop 
of ‘monstrous 
behaviour’. The 
Spectator referred to the 
‘infliction of gross 
injustices’ and the Daily 
Telegraph reported that 
‘the Established Church 
is wholly out of 
harmony with public 
feeling’. 

A further insight into 
local feelings is revealed 
in this extract from The 
Revd Charles’s last 
sermon in the old 
church: ‘We are 
standing at the open 
grave of this church. 

Fet us cast into that 
grave everything that 
may have weakened our 
love for each other.’ 

What were they 
getting up to? This is a 
Penarth story not to be 
missed! 

The talk on Parson 
Parsons is on Thursday, 
February 22 at 7pm in 
the Parish Hall, Albert 
Road, Penarth. 
Organised by the 
Friends of St 
Augustine’s, entry is on 
the door; £5 and £4 for 
Friends.

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‘Heated’ debate over

Cllr Brooks 
continued: “This extra 
funding would have 
been used to support 
Labour’s ambitions for 
the town and follows 
our work on the new 
Cemetery Approach 
Gardens and 
investment in Barry 
Cemetery; the Shop 
Local Scheme - and 
the ever-popular 
Christmas lights and 
support for the Memo. 

“This destructive 
alliance between Plaid 
and the Tories, and 
their financial 
mismanagement, 
jeopardises the 
council’s plans for our 
town, and residents will 
rightly be deeply 
disappointed. 


But Conservative 
councillor Vincent 
Bailey described what 
happened as 
“collaborative 
opposition”. 

He said: “Labour's 
attempt to hike the 
precept by 10 per cent 
was totally 

unacceptable and I was 
pleased to see 
opposition parties 
working together to 
stop it in its tracks. 

“I hope that we can 
see a new era of 
collaborative 
opposition in Barry, 
where the Labour 
leadership is held to 
account for its 
decisions. 

“Many families 
struggle to pay council 
tax as it is, without 
being asked to stomach 


a rise that's almost 
three times the rate of 
inflation.” 

After Labour had 
suggested a rise of 10 
per cent, Plaid Cymru 
leader Shirley Hodges 
recommended 2.4 per 
cent because people’s 
incomes are under 
pressure. 

Speaking after the 
meeting, Plaid’s Ian 
Johnson explained that 
the council had faced a 
£135,000 deficit and he 
had set out an 
alternative plan. 

“When you see a 
budget in deficit, you 
must get the best mix 
to cover those costs.

slightly to pay for a 
quarter, and take the 
rest from reserves 
where they are 
necessary for one-off 
projects. 

“Our budget means 
no cuts in Barry Town 
Council’s services, 
which have included 
sponsoring the 
Firework Night, 
Christmas lights on 
Holton Road, High 
Street and Park 
Crescent, and support 
for people in Barry 
with dementia, as well 
as £50,000 per year of 
grants for local 
community groups and 
sports clubs. 

“We have even been 
able to increase the 
Shop Local Budget - 
which supports local 
traders - to £20,000 per 
year within this budget. 

“It means that we are 
not needing to look at 
any staffing cuts. In 
fact, the only cut is that 
councillors should pay 
for their own 
computers.” 

He said Plaid had 
produced “a sensible 
and fair budget”. 

Labour’s 10 per cent 
precept rise was 
defeated 11-9 before 
the alternative budget 
was passed 9-0, with 
Labour and some 
Conservative 
councillors abstaining. 


FAULTY HEADLIGHT LED 
TO BARRY DRUG ARREST 


A FAULTY vehicle headlight led 
to the driver ending up in court 
for drugs offences, writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

At Cardiff Crown Court, 
Marcus Reid (19) of Jewell Street, 
Barry, admitted possessing 
cannabis with intent and 
possessing the drug. 

He was sentenced to 36 weeks 
in a young offender institution, 
suspended for a year, ordered to 
carry out 180 hours unpaid work 
and to pay costs totalling £300. 

Judge Eleri Rees told him 
cannabis, especially strong 
cannabis, would have an effect on 
mental health and was “not a 
harmless recreational drug”. 


Prosecutor Jason Howells said 
that police in Porthkerry Road, 
Barry, spotted a VW Polo driven 
by Reid with a faulty headlight. 
The vehicle was pulled over in 
Pontypridd Road. 

The officers had intelligence, 
said Mr Howells, concerning drug 
dealing and there was a “strong 
smell” of cannabis in the car. 

They found a set of electronic 
scales and 108 grammes of 
cannabis. On a mobile phone, 
there were many text messages 
relating to the supply of drugs. 

His home in Porthkerry Road 
was searched, and a small quantity 
of the drug was found. 

When interviewed, said Mr 


Howells, he made no comment. 

The court heard he had previous 
convictions for possessing 
cannabis, driving with excess 
drugs and possessing a blade. 

Probation officer, Robert 
Newton, in an oral report, said 
Reid had started using cannabis 
when still at school. 

Since the offences, he had been 
attending a carpenters’ course and 
was well aware of the seriousness 
of what he had done. 

He deeply regretted his 
behaviour and there was family 
support. 

His solicitor, Derek Gooden, 
said: “He’s not in the best of 
health.”

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Barry woman hit victim 
with her mobile phone 


AN engagement party 
at a club in Barry 
erupted into violence 
when a mother of 
three, armed with a 
mobile phone, struck a 
teenage girl, writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

The victim, Cardiff 


Crown Court heard, 
suffered injuries to her 
left eye and cheekbone 
and experienced 
“searing, shooting 
pain,” said prosecutor 
Ian Colvil. 

He added that since 
the incident, she has had 


sleeping difficulties and 
her confidence has been 
affected. 

Page Dutton (27) of 
Ogmore Place, Barry, 
who is seven months 
pregnant, admitted a 
charge of affray. 

She was given a 12 


month prison sentence, 
suspended for two 
years, and ordered to 
pay compensation 
totalling £300 and a 
court surcharge of £140. 

Judge Stephen 
Hopkins QC said: “You 
are a young woman 
with a serious attitude 
problem and a quick 
temper.” 

But, he said, 
references indicated that 
there was a good side to 
her character, and she 
was a loving and 
devoted mother. 

“This is the last time 
the court will be so 
generous to you,” he 
said. 

On September 23 last 
year, said Mr Colville, 
there was a engagement 
party for her father 
during which comments 
were exchanged by 
some of the guests. 

Dutton appeared on 
the scene and holding 
her mobile phone, 
struck her victim and 
pushed another guest, 
causing her to stumble. 

When arrested, 
Dutton denied the 
allegations, denied 


striking anyone with a 
mobile phone and said 
she was not the 
aggressor. 

She was said to have 
previous convictions for 
assault, battery and 
using threatening words 
and behaviour. 

Barrister James 
Evans pointed out that 
she was not a 
sophisticated person and 
what occurred was part 
of a wider incident 
involving other people. 

Dutton, who wept 
during the hearing, was 
deeply concerned about 
her position, he said. 

Mr Evans continued: 
“She is seven months 
pregnant, had not had 
an easy life and had 
been the victim of two 
abusive partners. 

“She now has a 
partner who treats her 
appropriately,” he said. 


Plea to ‘sort out drains’ 


A DINAS POWYS councillor 
has said that local drainage 
problems should be solved 
before more houses are given 
the green light in the village. 

In recent weeks, there have been 
sewage problems at Fairoaks Sheltered 
Housing Complex in the Murch, Dinas 
Powys. Residents from Vale Court, 
Plas Essylt, Youlden House and 
Fairoaks have complained about 
sewage overflowing their toilets, and 
sewers overflowing onto their gardens. 

In separate incidents, two residents 
called out the emergency services on 
Christmas Day. 

Cllr Steve Griffiths said: “Where is 
the dignity in that? I didn’t become a 
councillor to have the elderly in my 
constituency treated in this disgraceful 
way. I want some proper answers from 
all concerned.” 

Cllr Griffiths wants Welsh Water 
and the Vale Council to resolve 
matters. 

Cllr Griffiths said he found it ironic 
that new housing in Dinas at the old St 
Cyres School site might be about to get 
the go-ahead when the current 
drainage system couldn’t cope. 

A Welsh Water spokeswoman said 
that after receiving reports of flooding 
in the Dinas Powys area the company 
immediately sent a team to the affected 


sites to investigate. 

“Our initial investigations 
highlighted the flooding incidents were 
caused by blockages in our sewer 
system. We are undertaking additional 
survey work to identify where these 
blockages are. 

“Sewer blockages are often caused 
by inappropriate items being flushed 
away and the build-up of cooking oils 
and fats which are poured down the 
sink. 

“We urge customers to help avoid 
sewer blockages by disposing of waste 
materials properly. If anyone 
experiences wastewater flooding, we 
would ask them to call our helpline 
immediately on 0800 085 3968. 

“Dwr Cymru Welsh Water supports 
development and growth in our 
operating area wherever possible. 

“When responding to planning 
applications we must take into 
consideration the impact on our 
network and the health and safety of 
our customers whilst also ensuring we 
can continue to protect the 
environment. 

“We have worked with the Vale 
Council to understand the need of their 
Local Development Plan to ensure that 
any development does not impact on 
the services we provide or affect the 
local environment.”

Legal action over 
Rhoose land deal 


LEGAL action is taking place 
over the sale of public land in 
Rhoose allegedly far below its 
market value. 

The site at Upper House Farm was 
purchased from the taxpayer for less 
than £3m and sold on for housing for 
£10.5m. 

It formed part of a series of land 
deals made by the ‘Regeneration 
Investment Fund for Wales’ (RIFW) 
on the advice of property advisors 
Lambert Smith Hampton. 

In response to a written Assembly 
question by South Wales Central AM 
Andrew RT Davies, the Minister for 
Housing and Regeneration Rebecca 
Evans confirmed that action against 
Lambert Smith Hampton was “being 
pursued”. 

Mr Davies described the situation 
as a “slap in the face for Welsh 
taxpayers” and a “low point” for the 


Welsh Government in terms of public 
investment. 

He added: “It was absolutely 
scandalous for valuable land across 
Wales to be sold for a fraction of its 
worth - including at Rhoose in the 
Vale. 

“I’m pleased that legal action has 
commenced on an issue that has been 
a constant source of embarrassment 
to the Welsh Government. 

“Something like this must never 
be allowed to happen again.” 

A spokesperson for the company 
said: “Lambert Smith Hampton has 
received proceedings from RIFW. 
We will be vigorously defending the 
proceedings. As the matter is in 
litigation between the parties, 
Lambert Smith Hampton is unable to 
comment further.”

more powerful than they 
are today, able to take 
decisions in the interests 
of the people they 
represent.”

Mr Davies against 

wholesale changes 
without the “consent” of 
Vale residents. 

He said: “These 

comments will re-open

Cabinet Secretary needs 
to come clean on his 
plans for the Vale.

ON a bright, sunny, 
January morning, 
14 walkers joined 
Valeways leader 
John at the Horse 
and Jockey pub for 
a walk in the 
sunshine.

This is a 
beautiful and peaceful 
place with views 
towards the northern 
vale and the Brecon 
Beacons. 

Dropping down from 
the burial ground, the 
group crossed a lane to 
head to the woods by 
Haelfaes before crossing 
marshy fields to reach 
the track from St 
Nicholas towards 
Peterston Super Ely. 

The walkers then 
turned south to arrive in 
the village of St 
Nicholas, where a coffee 
stop was made among 
the graves at St Nicholas 
church. 


The group observed 
the graves of the Corys 
of Dyffryn and the 
Knight Bruce family, 
who owned Dyffryn 
before the Corys, as well 
as the grave of the 
village blacksmith with 
its anvil headstone. 

Suitably refreshed, the 
group walked down 
Dyffryn Lane for a short 
distance, before heading 
over fields to reach 
Tinkinswood burial 
chamber, which held at 
least 50 bodies. It has a 
40-ton capstone, and one 
wonders how the 
builders brought this 
stone to the site from the 
nearby quarry. 

The next phase of the 
walk was eastwards to 
Coed Nant-Bran and 
although devoid of its 
bluebells, they were just 
beginning to show green 
leaves. 

The walkers carried 
on to the village of St 
Lythans and its church 
dedicated to St 
Bleddian’s. Passing 
through the churchyard, 
the group reached a 
wooded track which 
brought them back to the 
Horse and Jockey for 
welcome food and drink.

PHANTOM THREAD IS A FILM 
THAT IS WORTH UNPICKING... 


P eople in the 
public eye 
rarely stay 
retired for long, the 
lure of the attention 
and the need to 
work being chief 
among their 
reasons to turn 
their back on the 
quiet life. 

However, having 
already semi-retired 
once in 1997, Daniel 
Day-Lewis has 
announced his retirement 
from acting with one 
more performance, in 
Phantom Thread, before 
the end of his career. 

Re-teaming with his 
There Will Be Blood 
director Paul Thomas 
Anderson, Day-Lewis 
plays Reynolds 
Woodcock, a renowned 
dress maker in 1950s 
London, who, with his 
sister Cyril (Lesley 
Manville) are the 
designers to be seen in. 

When he meets 
waitress Alma (Vicky 
Krieps), he finds his 
carefully arranged life 


becoming more 
untangled and Reynold’s 
sense of control soon 
starts to slip... 

The retirement of 
Daniel Day-Lewis could 
have cast something of a 
shadow over Phantom 
Thread, viewings of the 
film coming through the 
prism of seeing one of 
the great actors essaying 
a character for the final 
time. 

However, Paul 
Thomas Anderson's 
captivating, hypnotic 
film is so wonderfully 
executed that Day- 
Lewis’ turn is just one of 
many highlights in a 
piece of work that 
lingers long after 
viewing. 

There is something 
austere and clinical in 
the way Anderson 
approaches the film, 
whether it’s the 
regimented routine the 
character of Reynolds 
follows, or the white 
jackets worn by him and 
his team of dressmakers; 
every scene feels starved 
of oxygen, built 
delicately on a 
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foundation of tensions 
spoken or unspoken. 

It’s a film unlike the 
others in his 
filmography, but feels 
symbiotically linked, 
echoes of the character 
studies you find in The 
Master or There Will Be 
Blood in the way he 
tackles the character of 
Reynolds. 

There is a stiff upper 
lip on show, typical of a 
film set in 1950s Britain, 
yet it also slowly picks 
away at the surface - the 
phantom thread of the 
title literal, and 
metaphorical in a 
multitude of ways. 

We learn early on that 
Reynolds is a man with 
much on his mind and 
the meat of the film 
comes when he meets 
Alma. Where once lay 
stability and assurance, 
suddenly his life begins 
to become more 
uncertain and Anderson 
plays the relationship 
between them 
exceptionally well, the 
ebb and the flow never 
losing its sense of 
humanity or becoming 
cliche. 

The film is, in many 
ways, a two-hander, 
other characters on the 
periphery informing the 
plot (most notably Leslie 
Manville’s wonderfully 
icy turn as Reynolds’ 
sister, who could have 
easily ended up as

stereotype in less gifted 
hands) but the story 
being driven by 
Reynolds and Alma. 

As the narrative 
progresses it becomes a 
story about control, 
ceding it and grasping it, 
and it’s here where the 
two performances truly 
come into their own. 

Day-Lewis is 
mesmeric, icily assured 
and yet not without the 
tiniest chink of 
vulnerability, a 
vulnerability that Alma 
is more than capable of 
exposing. 

As Reynolds becomes 
more dependent on her, 
Day-Lewis’ performance 
subtly runs through the 
gears and there’s an 
emotional truth to his 
turn that is tremendously 
watchable. 


Opposite him, Vicky 
Krieps is absolutely 
sensational and it’s a 
travesty that having seen 
the other main 
performances receive 
Oscar nominations, she 
doesn't find herself in 
the pack for best actress. 

Unsure and nervous at 
first, she is a fly caught 
in Reynolds’ web until 
she begins to slowly take 
control of the situation 
and manipulate it to her 
own ends. 

That she never feels 
cartoonish or malevolent 
says much of Krieps’ 
performance, and for her 
to more than hold her 
own opposite Day- 
Lewis’ wondrous turn is 
a true mark of quality. 

Anderson’s ability to 
mine tension and drama 
with such little action is 
a real gift and one he 
uses here on several 
occasions. There is a 
gothic horror flavour to 
proceedings, though the 
film never strolls down 
that particular avenue, 
but there is a nagging 
sense of something 
waiting to happen that 
never does. 

It’s masterful 
direction, and the British 
setting (a first for the 
director) feels like a 
palate cleanser for him. 

There will likely be 
some who find the film 
to be too slowly-paced, 
to be perhaps a little 


overtly mysterious and 
vague about its 
intentions and where it”s 
going to take you, but 
that’s the mark of a film 
that is capable of getting 
hold of you and not 
letting go. 

Come the end you’ll 
be left to think of your 
own resolutions, to try 
and get underneath the 
film and feel a sense of 
closure - but this is one 
Phantom Thread you’ll 
find yourself unpicking 
for a very long time. 

VERDICT-An 
exceptional film from 
Paul Thomas Anderson, 
Phantom Thread is a 
beguiling and highly 
captivating story brought 
to life brilliantly by the 
excellent cast. 

While the notion of it 
being Daniel Day-Lewis' 
final film is certainly an 
anchor, it doesn’t weigh 
it down, Vicky Krieps’ 
wonderful performance 
holding its own against 
the actor. 

Its subtleties and 
multitude of 
interpretations will stay 
with you long after the 
film has finished. 
Essential viewing.

Welsh farmers ‘hindered by access to 
broadband and mobile technology’ 


MORE must be 
done to stop 
farmers in Wales 
being ‘second-class 
citizens’ when it 
comes to accessing 
superfast 
broadband and 
mobile technology, 
according to NFU 
Cymru. 

The call comes after 
the findings of the 
annual NFU Broadband 
and Mobile Survey, 
which showed that two- 
thirds (67 per cent) of 
members quizzed in 
Wales said they were not 
able to access sufficient 
broadband speeds. Just 
20 per cent of those 
questioned agreed they 
could access sufficient 
speeds. 

Furthermore, only 28 
per cent of farmers 
polled in the survey said 
that they felt the mobile 
phone signal they 
received was sufficient 
for their business needs. 

NFU Cymru President 
John Davies said: “The 
results of this survey 
confirm that Welsh 
farmers are being 
hindered by access to 
superfast broadband and 


mobile technology when 
it comes to effectively 
running their businesses. 
Technological advances 
and access to improved 
communications 
platforms should be 
bringing us all closer 
together, but the 
evidence suggests that a 
divide is forming 
between rural areas and 
more urban areas. 

“Only last week, the 
UK Government had 
been celebrating that 95 
per cent of UK homes 
and businesses now have 
access to superfast 
broadband. However, 
that is of little 
consolation to those of 
us living and working in 
rural locations that make 
up the remaining 5 per 
cent. Indeed, recent 
figures suggest that 
seven of the UK’s 10 
slowest areas for 
broadband speeds are in 
Wales. 

“A great deal of on- 
farm equipment that can 
help improve 
productivity and 
efficiency is reliant on 
good broadband strength 
and is essentially 
rendered useless without 
it. We also hear from 
members that farm 


diversification projects, 
such as tourism-focused 
holiday accommodation, 
can be impacted because 
prospective visitors do 
not want to come to an 
unconnected 
countryside. 

“We know it can be 
immensely frustrating 
for Welsh farmers to 
read about the rollout of 
5G in towns and cities, 
for example, when they 
struggle to complete 
even the most simple of 
tasks, such as a phone 
call to the vet or a 
supplier, when they are 
out on farm in Wales due 
to poor signal and 
coverage. 

“When it comes to 
access to this essential 
technology those of us 
living in rural Wales are 
being treated like second 
class citizens at the 
moment and it’s simply 
not good enough.” 


Mr Davies said NFU 
Cymru has held a 
number of meetings with 
BT and Openreach to 
address the rural 
connectivity issues 
experienced by many 
farmers in Wales. 

“Farm business in 
Wales are facing up to 
the challenges and 
opportunities that will 
come about as a result of 
Brexit. Farmers will 
need digital 

communications to be on 
a par with their 
counterparts across the 
UK and the rest of the 
world if they are to 
compete in the global 
marketplace. 

“We will continue to 
put pressure on 
government and service 
providers to ensure that 
the industry is not left 
behind as a result of the 
disparity in the service 
they receive.”

After a pulsating first 
half, Wales led 14-0 - 
and it could/should have 
been more. 

Scotland had enjoyed

had shimmied and 
darted but all to no 
avail. 

In contrast, Wales 
had looked dangerous 
every time they had 
their hands on the ball.

Another try seemed 
likely for Wales as 
substitute prop Wyn 
Jones crashed over, only 
for the TMO to report 
that there was no 
conclusive shot to 
confirm he had 
grounded the ball. 

Soon after, Alun Wyn 
Jones appeared at 
outside centre and cut 
through for a 40-yard 
gallop. If Gareth 
Anscombe (on as a sub 
for Rhy s Patchell) had 
taken his pass with the 
try-line beckoning, then 


that try would have 
raised the roof at the 
Principality Stadium. 

On 72 minutes, more 
slick handling along the 
line gave Steff Evans a 
reward for his excellent 
play all game. His 
ability to take the ball in 
an unpromising position 
and still beat the first 
man and make ground 
was important to the 
Welsh effort. 

Perhaps he was a 
touch lucky that the 
TMO only looked at his 
dive for a one-handed 
touch down in the 
corner. This was fine, 
but had the official 
taken a look at Hadleigh 
Parkes’ pass to Evans, it 
might have been ruled 
out as it looked a touch 
forward. 

Halfpenny's 
conversion made it 34- 
0. The Scots were 
shattered and Gregor 
Townsend was 
described in the press as 
“ashen faced”. I haven’t 
heard that one for a 
while, but it fitted the 
bill. 

Scotland did get a 
consolation try, scored 
by substitute centre 
Peter Horne but it was a 
scruffy effort, in 
keeping with their 
performance over 80 
minutes. 

So, it was a 
comprehensive ‘mind 
game’ victory for 
Warren Gatland, who 
was quite content for 
everyone to talk up 
Scotland after their 
good results in the 
autumn. 

He took the pressure 
off his team, 
emphasising how 
difficult it would be for 
some of his Scarlet 
contingent to take the 
step up from club to 
international rugby. 

He may have

expressed doubts in 
public, but it’s pretty 
obvious (now) that he 
had no doubts at all. 

It wasn’t just the new 
guys who did well. 
There were plenty who 
thought that Leigh 
Halfpenny and Scott 
Williams’ international 
careers had run their 
course, but that’s clearly 
no longer the case. 

Patchell at fly half 
was so composed, 
varying the play 
intelligently and always 
willing to take 
responsibility rather 
than dumping a problem 
on someone else. 

On the wings, Steff 
Evans was a live wire 
and Josh Adams 
impressed. His defence 
was solid and his 
support running showed 
why he has scored so 
many tries for 
Worcester. In this game, 
he didn’t get the ball 
when well positioned, 
but he has all the right 
instincts. 

What was most 
encouraging was that 
Josh Navidi, Cory Hill 
and AWJ have taken so 
quickly to the Scarlets’ 
off-loading game. It was 
almost too good to be 
true - and it will clearly 
be tested next week at 
Twickenham. 

England's 46-15 
scoreline in Rome 
flattered them, and it 
was only a couple of 


tight TMO calls that 
stopped Italy getting 
much closer. 

However, England 
have plenty of weapons. 
The usual suspects will 
be lining up and, then 
there is Sam Simmonds. 
He is short for a number 
8 but there can’t be a 
back row player in the 
world with his 
acceleration from a 
standing start. 

So, as the game gets 
closer, the mind games 
between Warren and 
Eddie Jones will begin. 
That will bring an extra 
anticipation to what 
should be a great 
occasion. 

I think it’s fair to say 
that Wales brought the 
most excitement to this 
opening Six Nations 
weekend. 

England won, but 
with a few huts. 

Ireland won, but only 
by saying: “It’s raining 
so we won't pass the 
ball more than six feet” 
and France raised the 
prospect in future weeks 
of players with broken 
legs being taken off for 
a Head Impact 
Assessment (HIA). 

I know, you’ve still 
got to admire Jonny 
Sexton's drop goal. The 
greatest ever? 
Considering all the 
circumstances, that 
seems a fair assessment 
to me.
